Mayor Isen also claimed that
a great injustice has been done
to Beasley and that he heartily
regretted it.

He praised Beasley for his
accomplishments in law en-
forcement and said that the city
is again back where it started
from five months ago now that
Beasley has resigned.

“The safety of our people
and of entire families is at
stake,” Isen said. “Let the
people of Torrance judge as
to who is the loser in this
thing.”

Beasley thanked the council
for the privilege of serving the
city.
